Sherman, Texas, April 13.—()— 
Joseph Weldon Bailey, former United 
States senator from Texas and one 
of the last of the state's old-time sil- 
ver-tongued orators and fiery pvliti- 


cal campaigners, died in district court 
here today in the midst of a law 


suit. 

‘Marked by his picturesque dress 
as well as nationally noted for his 
oratory, Mr. Bailey was at one time 
the United States’ outstanding op- 
ponent of probibitiog and woman

Bailey dreamed the part of a typical 
southern statesman—dull black frock 
coat, flowing tie, and a big black 
slouch hat—~and was easily distin- 
guished in any assemblage. 

After several ternis in the lower 
house of congress and two terms in 
the United States senate his last po- 
litical maneuver came in 1920, when 
he sought the Texas governorship,

Mexico City, April 13.—(M— 
President Portes Gil was informed 
tonight by the Mexican consul at 
Nogales that Rebel General Leopoldo 
Rebatte, with an army constituting 
most. of the insurgents in the state of 
Sonora, desired to surrender. 

President Portes Gil told the con- 
sul the surrender would be accepted 
by the government if unconditional 
and with the understanding that the 
rebel leaders submit themselves to 
prosecution and accept the full pen- 
alty of the law. 

The insurgent leader was said to 
have asked only that his life and the 
lives of his officers and men be 
spared. If this is promised, he is 
ready to proceed to Nogales and to 
deliver to federal authorities all arms 
in his possession. The general was 
said at present to be commanding the 
army led by Genera! Francisco Manzo 
before the latter fled to the United 
States.

LAWS, ADVOCATED 
BY PRESBYTERANS 


Committee To Ask That 
Only Violation of 7th 
Commandment Be Con- 
sidered Just Grounds. 


A recommendation that only one 
ground for divorce—violation of the 
Seventh Commandment—be recognized 
by the Prebbyterian’ church in the 
United States will be made to the 
69th general assembly next month in 
a report of the denomination's ad in- 
terim committee on divorce which was 
made public here Saturday. 

The assembly meets May 16-23 at 
Montreat, N. C. 

Deploring the “increasing disregard 
of the senctity of the marriage tie,’ 
the report also will advocate that pas- 
tors give training for marriage a con- 
spicuous place in their programs; that 
they be enjoined from re-marrying any 
but innocent parties to divorces an-l 
that they be warned that in perform- 
ing -marriages “they are chiefly ac- 
countable to God and therefore have 
the right to refuse to perform a mar- 
riage which in their judgment does not 
have divine sanction.” 

The church now recognizes two 
grounds for divoree, infidelity and de- 
sertion, but only one ground for re- 
matriage—that of the innocent party, 
where the cause of the divorce was in- 
fidelity.

pose a discussion with Bell Telephone 
officials on the question ef patents. 
Bell Telephone Laboratories, Inc., does 
the research work for American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

The indeperident telephone men, 
however, were also anxious to learn 
what to expect in competition from 
{ne recently formed R. C. A. Commu- 
nications, Inc., a subsidiary of the 
Radio Corporation of America, which 
has announced a merger plan with the 
International Telephone and Telegraph 
Company if the law permits. 

Most observers say,’ the Post adds, 
there can be only one end to the strug- 
gle, and that is a “marriage of radio 
and the wired system.” Such a uaion 
has already taken place in England, 
will soon occur in Italy and 
Vrance, although in the United States 
the laws stand against the union.

the solicitor-general, over the objec- 
tion of the defense lawyer, to argue 
to the jury “that statistics compiled 

reliable authorities show that Geor- 
<A had 561 murders in 1922.” 

Statement to Jury. 

The solicitor made such a state- 
ment to the jury, declaring that he 
had. the statistics in a book in his 
possession’ and could produce it in 
court if necessary. 

‘It was the opinion of the court 
that none of the remaining assign- 
ments of error in the case needed 
consideration. oT 

The court also adversely criticized 
the argument of the solicitor-general 
that “a life sentence in Georgia is 
almost a farce, as a convicted man 
is eligible for parole after three 


years.” 
Dreamed About Chair. 

“T dreamed twice within the past 
week that | was either on the verge 
of being electrocuted, or had just 
heen electrocuted. My mother told 
me not to worry, for dreams always 
go by opposites, and, today, I hear 
that the supreme court of Georgia bas 
granted mea new trial.”’ 

Thus spoke Fred Fair, former print- 
ing pressman, Saturday, following the 
action of the: highest state court in 
reversing Fair's conviction in Fulton 
superior court. Fair had been con- 
demned to death for the murder of 
Patrolman J. E. McDaniel, who was 
fatally wounded nearly a year ago on 
Decatur street, near the Washington 
street viaduct. 

Jubilant over the new chance for 
life offered to him by the supreme 
court, Fair talked freely at the Tower 
Saturday. He has always contended 
that the shooting of McDaniel was en- 
tirely accidental, instead of the pre- 
meditated murder which the state 
charged. 

Retrial Awaits Remittitur. 


At ‘the solicitor-general’s office, it 
was said that Fair's pew tria) wil) not 
be set until the remittitur from the 
state supreme court is received, which 
will be at least 10 days. 

“rT have told the truth about the 
death of Officer McDaniel, that the 
shooting was accidental,” Fair said. 
“And I can keep right on telling the 
truth about it from now until dooms- 
day, for you don’t forget the truth. 
People get mixed up when they try 
to remember a tissue of lies, but I 
have never told anything but the truth 


With reference to his dreams, Fair 
anid that during the past week was 
the only time he has dreamed about 
the electric chair since be went to 
jail eight months ago after bis trial 
and sentence to death. He dreame:l 
one night that he had been electro- 
cuted, and came back to life while the 
doctor was examining his body, Fair 
xaid. In the other dream, he was told 
by the jailor that he would have to be 
trocuted “this afternoon” but that 
he could go to a bal) game, unguarded, 
until the time for. the electrocution.

wn on a stump, and an army of 
gg dressed in white passed him, all 

e girls crying, he said. * 

Mother Reassures Fair. 


When he related the dreams to his 
mother, she told him that was a sure 
sign that he would never be electro- 
euted, he agid, “for dreams always go 
by opposites.” 

“I have been praying for this good 
luck for mntha,"’ Fair confided to 
a reporter Naturday. ‘I have been 
a changed man since I entered the 
Tower, and have learned the real value 
of honest, sincere prayer. People 
might tell you that prayer doesn’t do 


continue to do so until “my client is 
given justice.” Guillebeau, said that 
he is especially happy over reversal 
of Fair's conviction because of the 
fact that during my entire 16 years 
of Jaw practice I have never had a 
client pay the death penalty.” 
Officer McDaniel was shot by Fair 
just a few moments after Fair had 
wounded £.

“La Londine”’ (pronounced, if one 
is interested in correct pronunciation, 
Roan-de-nay),. which is at the same 
time the Italian name fér swallow 
and the title of Puccini's last opera to 
be produced in America, which is to 
open the Atlanta opera season on Mon- 
day evening, April 22. 

Davison-Paxon Company, wishing 
to create an opera setting in its win- 
dows, appealed to Manager G. A. 
Baldini for assistance. Could the cos- 
tumes of the principals in the opening 
scene of the opening opera be obtained 
for such a purpose? dt was a diffi- 
cult question, but with the kindly as- 
sistance of Billy Guard, Metropolitan 
factotum and friend of Atlanta, an 
affirmative answer was finally se- 
cured. 

The gorgeous gown of Bori, who

_When Uncle Sam buys stpplies for 
his navy. whether it’s thread costing 
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LIEUT. HERBERT CAMPBELL. 
practically nothing or marine engines 
costing thousands of dollars, he is 
very particular about having : every- 
thing come up to specifications. 

With this in view he has divided 
the entire country into twelve “‘in- 
spection divisions” with a staff of in- 
spectors in each district whose ‘task 
it is to examine thoroughly everything 
purchased for the navy in their terri- 
tory. In, case anyone should be in- 
terested, these divisions are named for 
the following cities where the head- 
quarters is located: Seattle, San 
Francisco, Chicago, Cincinnati, Pitts- 
burgh, Schenectady, Philadelphia, 
Bethlehem, Pa.; New York, Hartford, 
Boston and Atlanta. , 

Atlanta has been the headquarters 
for this district for nearly a year, 
despite the fact that’ very few peo- 
ple know about it. ° 


Among this “few” is Lieutenant 
Herbert Campbell, who is decidedly 
aware of the situation, chiefly because 
he is the chief inspector for the afore- 
mentioned Atlanta district. 

But don’t let the suspicion arise 
that this is all he knows, for it was 
April 1, just 40 years ago that he 
joined up with that well-known or- 
ganization devoted to the proposition 
that Uncle Sammy rules the waves 
and quite a bit of shoreline to boot. 
He has seen service in the Spanish- 
American War, the World War and 
South American revolutions by the 


dozen, and if there is any port which | 


he hasn’t visited at one time or an- 
other, it was just a mistake. All 
this ee with justice be considere:! 
as sufficient reason for knowing a 
good many things. And he does. 

The knowledge which he has ac- 
cumulated during nearly a half cen- 
tury of traveling to every corner of 
the globe has proved invaluable in 
his present capacity. What he doesn’t 
know about naval supplies is negligi- 
ble and with the help of six assistants, 
every purchase for the navy which is 
made in his district, comprising eleven 
states, is given a thorough examina- 
tion before it is accepted.

A catalog of the supplies- bought

rine engines, canvas, sheeting, coke, : 


mica, aluminum, lumber, cement, pen- 
cils, thread, steel of all descriptions, 
electrical equipment of every kind, 
etcetera ad infinitum, as the saying 
goes. And all of it has to be given 
the. once over before Uncle Sammy 
says “OK.” : 

In this district, though the amount 
varies, the navy spends about $200,- 
000 a month. Quite a large percent- 
age of this is spent in purchasing can- 
vas and sheeting from the Atlanta 
penitentiary duck mill which then is 
sent all over the worl\t.

PLANS BILL TO EXEMPT 
FARMS OF STATE TAX 


Pearson, Ga., April 13.—(#)—Rep- 
resentative Charles E. Stewart, of At- 
kinson county, today said that he 
would introduce a bill in the forth- 
coming legislature to amend the con- 
stitution to exempt from state taxa-: 
tion for 15 years farm lands up to 
100 acres where the owner pesides on 
the property and to limit the county 
tax rate to 15 mills, 

He also said be would offer a bill 
to exempt “from ail taxation one milk 
cow, household goods amounting to 
$100, one mule or horse and farming 


utensils amounting to $100.” 

Another measure which he said he 
will introduce would be for the taxa- 
tion of 10 r cent all amusement 
tickets over cents. 

Other bills which the Atkinson 
county representative said he will a 
fer include: 

“A bill requiring the state to salad | 
facture or furnish hog cholera serum 
and the compulsory administration of 
same in co-operation with the federal 
and county governments. 

“A bill requiring all fire insurance 
companies to pay the full amount of 
policies in case of total loss within 
30 days from date of the fire, unless. 
they can show where fraud has been 
perpetrated upon them. 

“A bill probibiting loan agents from 
collecting over five per cent commis- 
sion on real estate loans and not more 
than three per cent for renewals.” 

Refering to the administering of se- 
rum Mr. Stewart said ‘The swine 
growers of this state are Joszing mil- 
lions of dollars annually from hog 
cholera. 

“With a systematic and compulsory 
administration of cholera serum, fur- 
nished by the state to insure the puri- 
ty of the_same this dreaded disease 
can be checked to the minimum within 
a short time in the same manner thai 
the fever tick was exterminated. 

“With our state already tick free 
and hog cholera checked to the mini- 
mum we will have the greatest state 
in the Union for stock raising.’

Manville-Jenckes Company, at Gas- 
tonia, where employes backed by the 
National Textile Workers’ jnion 
walked out and demanded a five-day, 
forty-hour week, an increase in wages 
and recognition of the union, said the 
mill was operating today with an “al- 
most normal” shift of 1,100 workers. 
They said many workers were new 
employes and that many strikers had 
left the village seeking work else- 
where. 

Troops of the North Carolina na- 
tional guard, called to Gastonia when 
violencé was threatened, ten days ago, 
remained on patrol duty.

Here he was interested particularly 
in the work being done by the city 
to make, within its limits, a play- 
ground which is to attain to national 
popularity.

COTTON FUTURES BILL 
PREPARED FOR SESSION 


Washington, April 13.—@)—A bill 
to regulate the sale of cotton rue 
along the lines now existing in 
grain futures market has been Bese 
pared for introduction in the extra 
session by Representative Cross, dem- 
ocrat, Texas. 

“This Mill throws about the cotton 
exchanges,” Mr. Cross said in explain- 
ing his measure, “the same restraints 
and federal supervision as guard and 
protect from manipulation the grain 
excha 

The Texas representative said that 
his measure contains only one buying 
and selling clause, designating by |let- 
ters and numerals the grade and sta- 
ple, at the time of purchase of the cot- 
ton to be delivered .and this would 
permit the law of supply and demand 
to function and register the correct 
price. 

“My measure, I believe, will stop 
the nefarious ahs ractice of certain big 
cotton accumulators from using over 
and over the same certificated cot- 
ton,”” Mr. Cross said, “as a hammer to 
beat down the prices.” 

He added that a provision of his 
bill would provide that certificated 
cotton, once tendered on an exchange 
contract, canhot thereafter be tende 
on another exchange contract. .

The only dis- 
senting vote against the Yankees came 
from a Washington scribe who be- 
lieves that history will repeat itself 
and the Nenators will atop the Yan- 
kees short of their fourth straight flag 
ns was the case in 1924 after Miller 
Huggins’ club had triumphed the three 
previous years. 

Giants Get Majority. 


The (iiants received five votes for 
firat place und three for second. Two 
writers --—Chieago and BKrooklyn-— 
picked the Cubs to win and the third 
from Nt. Louis awarded first place 
to the (‘ardinals. 

The Yankees polled the most points 
-——U3; out of a possible 64 based on 
eight points for first place, seven for 
second, six for third, etc. The Giants 
received 61 points, : 

Although many of the experts do 
net believe the Yankees are any 
stronger than last year, they do not 
think any of the other clubs have im- 


champions, 

The American league situation is 
sized up pointedly by a Rt.

Senator Harris Wins Long Fight To Have 
Great Area Made a Sanctuary. 


In the fastnessen of this great 
uncut area the sportsmen of the na- 
tion have established a playground 
and where there is play there must 
be music and where there is music 
someone must pay the fiddicr. The 
price paid has been far too great and 
therein lies our story. 

For many years certain interests 
have been endeavoring to establish in 
the Okefenokee a national forest and 
game preserve. That dream is about 
to take shape in actual results, The 
recent passage of the Norbeck bill in 
congress opens the way for the pur- 
chase of at least a part of this great 
tract for a game sanctuary and a for- 
est preserve. 

United States Senator W. J. Har- 
ris, of Georgia, bas spent many 
hours of his busy life working on 
the project and had prepared a sepa- 
rate bill to make a refuge of the 
swamp but the passage of the bill 
creating a commission for that pur- 
pose made his legislation unnecessary 
and now the action of the federal 
commission is awaited with all the 
anticipation stored up in years of 
fruitless effort. 

Senator Harris’ Statement. 


To give a clear understanding of 
the situation let me reproduce a part 
of Senator Harris’ statement made a 
few weeks ago after the passage of 
the migratory bird law. He said in 
part: 

“The saving of the Okefenokee is 
a business matter and we are trying 
to further the preservation campaign 
in a businesslike way. 

“There are two means of accomp- 
lishing our purpose and there is not 
the slightest doubt in my mind but 
that the Okefenokee will be bought by 
the federal government at an early 
date, either through the — recently 
formed migratory bird commission, or

Mr. Harris, who introduced a bill

Increases 
over the 1028 acreage are reported 
in parts of California outside the Im- 
perial Valley, wheré the plantings 
last year were already considered ex- 
cessive. 

Watermelon plantings in seven 
early sections other than Florida and 
Imperial Valley probably will re- 
duced 12 per cent this season to a 
combined tota] of 110,200 = acres. 
Greatest reductions appear in Geor- 
gia and South Carolina, where 55,400 
and 11.330 acres, respectively, are 
reported. Alabama also may be re- 
duced about one-third to 6,530 acres, 
and a slight decrease is noted in 
North Carolina. Texas expects about 
30,000 acres, the same as last year.

New York, April 13.—(4)—The or- 
derly readjustment of stock prices con-

Trading in stocks showed a further 
reduction in volume as large and sma 
speculators withdrew from the mar 
ket or sharply cut down their commit- 
ments, pending further developments 
in the credit situation. 

Call money ruled fairly high all 
week but this was expected in view 
of the heavy mid-month dividend, in- 
terest and state income tax payments. 
For the first time in two weeks time 
money showed an easier tendency 
when the rate of the long maturities 
was cut 9 to 8 1-2 per cent. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York reported a drop of $135,000,000 
in brokers’ loans, bringing the total 
down $366,000, below the record 
high level established threé weeks 
ago. Meanwhile further improvement 
was shown in the reserve ratios of the 
New York bank, and for the system 
as a whole. Wall Street generally ex- 
pects the peak of the spring commer- 
cial demands for funds to be reached 
within the next fortnight. 

Steel shares were again in the fore- 
front of the advance as the market 
began to discount the issuance of val- 
uable “rights” by the United States 
Steel Corporation, and anticipated un- 
usually favorable quarterly earnings 
reports by the large producers. United 
States Steel common sold within a 
couple of points of the year’s high 
price.

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GEORGIA PEACH 
CROP 10 BE SHORT 


Recent unfavorable weather prob- 
ably will cause this year’s Georgia 
peach crop to fall somewhat short of 
1928 in volume, in the opinion of Eu- 
gene Talmadge, commissioner of agri- 
culture, who said today, however, that 
he thought quality would run a high- 
er average and that good prices should 
prevail. 

Orchards throughout the peach belt, 
Mr. Talmadge said, have reported the 
largest bloom in many seasons, run- 
ning generally ten days ahead of 1928. 

“Heary rains threshed many of the 
blooms off and prevented polleniza- 
tion,” said the commissioner. “As a 
consequence of which we had a great 
many weak peaches to begin with. The 
weak fruit has dropped, for the most 
part, which we take to mean that 
fruit.left to mature will be of better 
average grade than if the trees had 
remained full-fruited. 

“The hot, dry weather that followed 
the excessive rains tended to bring the 
curculio out earlier than usual, and 
there were very likely a great many 
‘stings’ before spraying and dusting 
began. This would also have the ef- 
fect of eliminating excess fruit, for 
stung peaches will goOme off with the 
may ik Growefs are fighting the 
curculio hard and this must necessary 
be continued to guard against costly 
infestation.” 

Another fact this year, which Mr. 
Talmadge said should work to the ad- 
vantage of growers, was, be said, the 
indication that the various varieties 
grown in Georgia will go on the mar- 
ket one at a time. This will deviate 
flooding the market and having differ- 
ent varieties of Georgia peaches com- 
peting against each other, the com- 
missioner said. 


GROWERS WARNED 
OF INFESTATION. 

Fort Valley, Ga., April 13.—(7—~ 
The United States peach insect labor- 
atory here today warned peach grow- 
ers that curculio infestation threaten- 
ed the 1929 Georgia peach crop and 
urged that steps toward halting its 
advance be taken at once. 

Following is a statement issued 
from the laboratory: 

“The curculio infestation is heavier 
this season than it has n for a 
number of years. Peach drops are 
falling now and these are heavily in- 
fested with curculio ‘worms.’ Growers 
are strongly urged to pick them up 
as a heavy second brood of ‘worms’ 
may ruin the fruit as it ripens, if the 
remy drops are a destroyed. Most

STEEL MARKET — 
~STEADYINWEK 


New York, April 13.—(#)—The 
steel market during the week was 
steady. Production of steel ingots for 
the menth of March was at the high- 
est monthly rate ever recorded and ex- 
ceeded 5,000,000 tons. Mills in prac- 
tically all instances reported liberal 
specifications against contracts and the 
belief prevailed that there would be a 
continuation of the current heayy pro- 
duction rate during the second quar- 
ter. Sheet mills announced that there 
was no reduction in the heavy automo- 
bile demand and that requirements 
in other consuming lines showed a 
trend toward an increase. [Pig iron 
was slightly firmer. 

The copper market displayed ex- 
treme nervousness with prices declin- 
ing more than 4 cents per pound last 
week under the influence of buyers’ 
resistance and continued weakness in 
London. The sale of 10,000,000 pounds 
of electrolytic to a large brass factor 
at 19 1-4 cents was reported on Thurs- 
day but without much impression on 
the general tone of the market which 
has shown further price irregularity 
owing to readjustments at the lower 
levels. Publication of March statis- 
tics showed that record shipments were 
about offset by expansion in produc- 
tion to a new peak. Prices quoted 
for electrolytic were nominal, ranging 
from about 19 1-8 to 19 1-2 delivered 
in the Connecticut valley at the close 
of the week. 

The tin market was weak. The 
sharp decline abroad and weakness of 
some other metals did mueh to unset- 
tle the market. 

Lead was reduced again by leading 
producers. The weakness of the Eng- 
lish markets proved to be the prin- 
cipal influence. Demand was moder- 
ate and principally for prompt and 
May shipment. 

Zinc was a trifle easier. New busi- 
ness was quiet but producers reported 
good deliveries against existing con- 
tracts. e was firm. The output 
increased but shipments continued 
large.

change. B 

There is talk of legislative action 
to stop both practices, but it appears 
wate unlikely anything will or can 

one, 

One member of congress is chiefly 
interested in listing ‘of liquor ‘stocks 
on the New York exchange, Repre 
sentative Dyer, republican, Missouri, 
leading wet, who explained today he 
bought Hiram-Walker stock on the 
New York exchange ignorant that it 
was a liquor stock, and sold it sub- 
sequently. He said he had protested 
to the stock exchange in a letter, not 
against losses he sustained, but to 
raige the question of legality. He has 
begun an investigation, ,believing the 
practice is in violation of . the law. 

As for the decision of the new 
rivate owners of the crack merchant 
t of the United States Lines, head- 

the Leviathan, to sell liquor on 
the vessels, drys deplored it and wets 
hailed it as a move that would bring 
increased revenues. It is legal. 

Drys have been agitated, intermit- 
tently, by reports that liquor was be- 
ing dispen covertly ‘on the ia- 
than when it was under government 
ownership. The. big boat, probably 
used most often by American officials 
oing abroad, has become sort of a 
Sant of the drys. This was empha- 
sized in characteristic caustic com- 
ment today from Senator Carawiay, 
democrat, Arkansas, who is dry. 

When Were They Closed? 

“What do you mean—open the bars 
on the Leviathan?’ he asked. “When 
did they close tiem?” 

The owners decided to serve liquor 
to attract more trade, undoubtedly. It 
was purely a business proposition. 

In taking this step they are but 
following a lead suggest if none 
other than Chairman T. V. O'Connor, 


of the shipping board, director of the} 


government's merchant fleet, who has 
testified before congressional commit- 
tees that government ships would have 
a better chance of competing with 
foreign vessels if they served liquor. 

There was only one sugges in 
a flood of comment that steps might 
be taken to stop the sale of liguor on 
the ten vessels of the United States 
Lines, recently sold for over $16,- 
000,000, and that came, not from a 
member of congress, but from Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, secretary of 
the Methodist board of temperance, 
prohibition and public morals,

found to stop it and make ship own- 
ers conform to the laws @ land,” 
said. “There has been so much drink- | 
ing on our ships to Panama that in 
many cases it has amounted to drunk- 
en orgies.”

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Mill Owners Puzzled Over 


Situation in’ Carolinas 


Charlotte, N. C., April 13.—The 
outbreak of labor trouble in Carolina 
cotton mills continued to hold the spot- 
light in the textile picture during the 
week. Manufacturers here who have 


discussed the situation are frankly 
puzzled. They are unable to explain 


why the trouble gtowing out of the 
so-called efficiency systems should 
have @pread so rapidly. Some of them 
are frankly outspoken in saying that 
some mills have been guilty of giving 
their employes aditional work with- 
out a sufficient increase in pay. They 
state, however, that these ‘“stretch- 
out” systems, as they are popularly 
termed, have been tried for a year or 
more by a number of mills and found 
to work out to the advantage of the 


mills and the workers alike and that 
the latter have not shown resentment 
against them. In general, opinion here 
is that, these systems have caused 
trouble because in some instances 
they have been carried too far. At 
the same time, millmen claim there is 
nothing fundamentally wrong in these 
systems and that they can, if prop- 
erly installed, be made a basis of 
operations that is entirely satisfactory 
to the employes. 

The strikes at Gastoni and Pine 
ville, led by communists and having 
no relation to the troubles in South 
Carolina and in twa North Carolina 
mills, ate regarded as an entirely dif- 
ferent matter. it is believed that the 
influence of the radical leaders will 
wear itself out within a short time 
and that communism will gain no 
lasting foothold among mill people of 
the south. 

Unfavorable Publicity. 

It is admitted here, too, that the 
reticence of mill officials to discuss 
labor troubles in the newspaper is re- 
sulting in a great deal of unfavorable 
publicity for the mills. Many wild at- 
tacks by radicals and by persons who 
are uninformed of real mill conditions, 
have created an unfavorable opinion 
against the mills that is regarded as 
particularly unfortunate. , 

An interesting feature of the situa- 
tion is the vigor with which leaders 
of the American Federation of Labor 
in this section have denounced the 
communist activities at Gastonia. An 
appeal to all working people to fight 
shy of the communistic doctrines has 
been broadcast by the Central Labor 
Union of Charlotte, representing the 
American Federation attitude in this 
territory. ; 

Market Situation Quiet. * 

The textile markets have experi- 
enced another week ‘of quiet. Prices 
an gray goods have remained firm de- 
spite the smaller orders. The effect 
of the Carolina strike in reducing pro- 
duction is cited as one of the reasons 
in strength of the market when buy- 
ing is light. : 

The report of the Textile Merchants 
Association of New York, convering 
mill production and sales for March 
is regarded here as much better than 
was generally expected. Sales are 
shown to have been 20.2 per cent 
above production, a very -gratifying 
figure. Unfilled orders show that the 
mills are sold for at least six months 
production. The report, as a whole, 
shows that the mills, in so far as pro- 
duction and orders are concerned, are 
in the best position they have known 
in the past two years. 

Sales of print cloths and sheetings 
were generally small, with mills de- 
clining considerable business offered at 
prices under prevailing quotations. 
Fine and fancy goods continued quiet, 
but most mills are well sold, and are 
Maintaining prices at current levels.

MOTOR TRIP on the Appian Way, that famous highway leading from ancient Rome 

to Capua, thence to Brindisi on the Adriatic sea, built by Appius, Claudius when he 
was censor in 313 B. C., brought a thrilling experience into the life of Miss Palmer Dallis, 
as the accompanying photographs will texify. She is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
E. Dallis, and is traveling in Europe with her chaperone, Mrs. Barbour Thompson. - Upon 
reaching Rome during the last week in March, Miss Dallis presented to the proper Italian 
authorities a letter and licence, made authentic by the golden seal of the commonwealth of 
Georgia, and signed by none other than George Carswell, secretary of state, to the effect 
that she was a competent automobile driver. She immediately rented a machine, taking her 
seat at the wheel of a Fiat car, prepared to visit all the marvelous places for which Italy’s 


capital is famed. 


As far back as she can remember Mussolini has appeared as a most com- 


manding figure, holding a high place in her regard as a doer of great and glorious deeds, 
so that everything pertaining to Italy’s dictator holds a fascination for this charming At- 


lantan. 


Her visit to Rome was builded around the hopes of catching a glimpse of the hand- 


some Duce, about whose personality there is indeed magnetic charm and glowing vitality, 
and of whom she wrote her first thesis when enrolled as a student at Mount Vernon semi- 


nary in Washington, D. C. 
The brilliant’ sunshine of a 
March day during. holy week 
tempted Miss ODallis to motor 
along the Appian Way, ali un- 
mindful that the two approaching 
motorcycles, mounted by police- 
men in official uniforms, were 
forerunners hearalding the com- 
ing of Mussolini, who was several 
vards behind them, wearing rid- 
ing togs and mounted upon a 
high-stepping steed. He was ac- 
companied by a personal friend 
garbed in corresponding habili- 
ments, while behind them rode 
military aides, and bringing up 
the rear of the procession were 
secret service men. So delighted 
was the youthful Atlantan upon 
recognizing this grand and august 
personage, bathed in the sun's 
glittering radiance, his splendid 
figure silhouetted against the sky, 
who smiled broadly and immedi- 
ately gave him the facisti salute, 
to which he responded with mili- 
tary precision. Then, she wheel- 
ed her car around with a sudden 
movement and passed him on the 
Appian Way, bringing the mo- 
tor to a stop by the side of the 
road in order to snap the pictures 
of the distinguished procession. 
‘The countenance of Mussolini 
clouded for a moment when he 
realized what she was doing, 4s 
‘tis against the law togphotograph 
the Italian ruler, but in a moment 
the frown gave way to a smile and 
he rode majestically out of vision

Mrs. Clifford Walker Writes 
Article on’ Pre-School W ork 


Mrs. Clifford Walker writes inter-) 
estingly of pre-school associations and 
their stndy groups in the following 
article: 

“It has often been said that when 
school it 


should mean that they automatically 
becume members of the parent-teacher 
association in their schoul area. There 
is every reason for this statement if 
the association is following the ideals 
of the Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers which ix now making parent edu- 
cation its chief objective. 

“There is even more reason for the 
Statement that every -prospectire 
school patron should be enrolled in a 
pre-school association and there 
should be one of these in each grade 
school area. If there is any intel- 
ligent assistance that I ean render 
the school to which my child is to 
xo, either by my vote or otherwise, 
it should be done before he enters 
or he will receive no benefit from it. 
Six years is none too Jong for my 
personal interest in the place which 
ix tm play such a large part in the 
tuture life of my child. In other 
words, 1 should meet the school. If 
plant L shall 
at least have peace of mind upon 
question.” . 

“The school needs to know me, 
What I am doing from the day my 
child is born until 1 present it to 
the school for its further education 
is a matter of grave concern to the 
principal of the school. Upon him is 
to be laid the burden of further per- 
fection of my product. Am I giv- 
ing him a fair chance to do a good 
job? He hax been trained for his 
life work. Have I been trained for 
mine? If not, is there any emer- 
geney education that 1 can get which 
will help me to send him a_ better 
child? There really is this type of 
education and it should be the first 
interest of achool superintendents and 
principals to see that parents yet it. 
The parent education department of 
the Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers is offering to all congress asso- 
ciations study courses in training for 
parenthood. It provides help for all 
ages and will take up from the prob- 
lems of babyhood through those 
adolescence to college life.

“The day will probably come when 
the boards of education and school 
superintendents will call us to the 
school and demand that we become in- 
telligent upon our job of child-rearing. 
They will not always bear with our 
many mistakes and parents.should be 
eager to get all the delight that will 
come as a result of this study and 
the help we can give the other mothee 
who does not know how to study or 
who does not even know to desire it.

At Schools Announced Today 


The summe¢? round-up of the pre- 
school children will be conducted 
April 30. May 1, 2, 3. Parents who 
have children who are to enter kind- 
ergarten in September, 1929, and Feb- 
ruary, 1930, are invited to be present 
at the school nearest them in order 
to assure the child of a seat in kinder- 
garten and to have a physical exami- 
nation by a competent physician. This 
is the fourth year that the summer 
round-up of the pre-school children has 
been conducted in Atlanta and there 
has been an average of 1,000 children 
examined each year.

Life and Heroism of Count Pulaski 
As Told in Interesting Sketch 


The following is an interesting ae- 
count of Count Casimir Pulaski. tak- 
ew from “Military Heroes of the 
American Revolution,” compiled by 
eterson and published in 1858. The 
article is of particular interest just 
at this time when plans are being 
made in Savaunah te commemorate 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary of hix death. 

Count Casimir Pulaski, general of 
cavalry in the American army, was 
bern in Poland, in the year 1747. By 
birth and alliance he was connected 
with seme of the noblest families of 
that kingdom, especially with the 
princely house of Czartorinsky. He 
came of age at a critical period. The 
election of Poniatowsky. produced as 
it had been by the armed interference 
of Russia, instigated a portion of the 
nation to revolt, and, at the head of 
the insurgents stood the father of Pu- 
laski. The sons of this patriot, then 
searcely arrived at manhood, embark- 
ed in the cause. with enthusiasm, and, 
in the civil war that followed, between 
the confederates and the monarch, sig- 
nally distinguished themselves, Casi- 
mir Pulaski soon became renowned for 
his exploits as a cavalry officer. One 
by one his relatives fell in the strug- 
gle, yet still he maintained the contest. 
At last, an abortive attempt to carry 
eff the person of the king, having 
been represented as an effort at his 
assassination, the odium became sv 
universa! that all who participated in 
it, directly or indireetly, thought it 
nedvisable to leave the kingdom. Among 
these was Casimir Pulaski, who had 
heen in the secrets of the conspirators, 
though without apy active share in 
the attempt. Before he bade adieu 
to his native soil forever he published 
a manifesto, in which he declared his 
innocence of the crime imputed to 
him. His departure was hastened by 
the arrival of Austrian and Prussian 
troeps, which new began to pour 
inte Poland, ostensibly to protect her

Granddaddy of Pontiac Six 


Is Discovered 


ANCIENT VEHICLE WAS BUILT ABOUT 1904 


by Officials: 


Pittsburgh, TPa., April 13.—-(Spe- 
cial.)—-The story of the unknown rela- 
tive who suddenly crops up at a fam- 
ily gathering- had a counterpart here 
when a LDontiac car built years ago 
bebbed into the limelight at the home 


of W. J. Freezer, whose father had 
purchased it about 1904. 


When A. R. Glancy, president and 
general manager of the Uakland Mo- 
tor Car Company, introduced the 
present line of Pontiac cars in 1926, 
they were believed to be the first 
nutomobile xo named, until the un- 
covering of the old-timer here. 


A tricky and dilapidated one-seater, 
a two-cylinder engine, a dash- 
board, steel} rimmed wheels and all the 
other accoutrements demanded by the 
gav blades of the early nineteen hun- 
dreds; the car bears a plate distinctly 
emblazoned with the name Pontiac and 
revealing the manufacturer as the 
Pontiac Motor Vehicle Company. 

Subsequent investigation at Pontiac. 
Mich., home of the Oakland company, 
discloses that such a firm had been 
organized to build passengers cars 
but that it had no connection with 
the Pofttiac Buggy Compan which, 
in 1907, evolved into. the Odkland Mo- 
tor Car Company. 

From official documents and the 
memories of old residents at Pontiac, 
it has been learned that the: Pontiac 
Motor Vehicle Company had a transi- 
tory existence around 1] or 1905 
and then fell by the wayside, like 
many similar ventures at that early 
date, leaving Mr. Frazer's car an or 
phan vntil it came out of storage to 
claim name-relationship with the pres- 
ent line of Pontiacs. 

While the old-timer bears the mys- 
terious label—Model 3, No. 90—it has 
been pretty definitely established that 
not more than 60 or 60 cars were 
built by the firm, a volume equalled 
today in only a few minutes on the 
assembly lines that turn out the new 
Pontiac Big Sixes. 

[It also wns learned that the Pon- 
tiac Spring and Axle Works founded 
the Pontiaé Motor Vehicle Company 
te build passenger cars, and also 
founded a second firm, the Rapid 
‘Lruck Companys, for the manufacture 
of trucks gand delivery cars. While 
th» first subsidiary dropped from the 
automotive picture, the second one 
flourished and later was absorbed by 
General Motors. Today it is doing a 
huge business at Pontiac under the 
name of the General Motors Truck 
Corporation. 

Along with the Pontiac's “grand- 
father.” Mr. Frazer also produced a 
book of instructions issued with the 
car. This asserts that “there is abso- 
lutely nothing of a complicated na- 
ture in connection’ with the opera- 
tion of the Pontiac, and with a little 
perseverance anyone of ordinary intel- 
licence can easily become an expert.”

CLEAN UP T0 AVOID 
FIRES, URGES Gilt 


Clean up for fire prevention is the 
advice from Fire Chief Cody’s office 
to Atlanta residents during “‘Clean-up 
Week,” April 15 to 21. It was learned 
frofa Chief Cody's secretary, G. B. 
Carlton, that of the total of 2,675 fire 
alarms answered last year, 347 were 
attributed to careless or accidental 
burning of grass, leaves and trash. 

“People pile up such trash and leave 
it, expecting to dispose of jt at a late 
date, thus leaving a fire menace whic 
may yesult in the loss of thousands of 
dollars in property. Such trash should 
always be burned, and always between 
sunrise and sunset, never after dark, 
care being taken to watch the fire and 
see that no smouldering embers or 
axhes are left to be-blown about by 
the wind. The burning of grass and 
leaves on vacant lots should never be 
started on a windy day. nor when 
the wind is blowing in the direction 
of buildings or fencés.” 

In the report on the causes of fires 
in 1928 in Atlanta. carelessness is 
given as a cause in 395 instances, with 
matches, cigarets, ashes, trash or some 
other substance. Ashes should never 
be put into wood containers, but al- 
ways metal, says Mr. Carlton. care- 
less from ashes in wood containers 
having been the cause of 23 fires last 

year. 

Fires are also caused by spontaneous 
combustion, according to Mr. Carlton, 
the result of leaving oil or paint or 
soaked rags lying around garages, both 
public and private, especially if the 
place is exposed to heat. People are 
urged to seek out all such places 


‘where there is such an accumulation, 


and burn it. 

Clean up for your own protection 
is the injunction from the fire depart- 
ment, and lessen the fire hazard in 
your surroundings. The total from 
fire loss in Atlanta during 1928 was 
$872,675. almost a million dollars, a 
large part of which could have been 
prevented by attentien to cleanliness 
and orderliness in surroundings, and

In the spring a young man’s fancy 
is reported to turn—light, be it said 
—to thoughts of love. This may be 
true in ballad loving England. But 
on the coritinent, where ballads are 
not s0 common, there is no special 
season set apart for this turn of 
fancy. In any case, Europe is no 
young man and her response to the 
turn of the year seems more readily 
to take the form of spring fever. 


In Austria Monsignor Seipel has res 
signed ag chancellor, thereby precipi- 
tating a struggle between the sv- 
cialists of Vienna and the Catholic | 
conservative peasants of the country- 
side for the contfol of the national | 
governinent. The secinlists have done 
well for themselves in Vienna, whose 
Koverninent they have dominated. The 
rest of Austrin sees no reason for. 
turning them loose in the national 
treasury to-secure funds for their so- 
cialistic schemes, which, so the peas- 
ants feel, all rebound to the benefit of 
the city workers. The more fascistic- 
ally minded of the conservative forces, 
organized in the Heimwehr, have is- — 
sued an ultimatum that they will not 
submit peacefully to any solution of 
the present crisis which is not. satis- 
factory to them. 


In Poland the merry war between 
parliament and Marshal  Pilsudski's — 
government has broken out afresh. 
Moscicki, Pilsudski's place- holder in 
the presidency, threatens to resign, 
The marshal has outdone his previous 
record ‘of drill-sergeant billingsgate in 
telling the legislators just what he 
thinks of Mem. And the latter, either 
to protect themselves or to deprive the 
government of ‘revenue, has forbidden 
the sale of vodka in the parliament 
restaurant. 

The communists in Rumania have 
manager to start a new battle. ‘Th®y 
refused to surrender the body of one 
of their leaders for burial and opened 
fire on the police who came to take it. 
As a result the government ‘of Prem- 
ier Maniu has decided to discontinue 
the toleration of communist activities, 

Nor is it the central European 


j}countries alone that are affected by 


the high temperature of spring. In 
far western Paris, where the big ma- 
ture nations are discussing repara- 
tions, there seems to be difficulty in 
keeping the clinical mercury anywhere 
near normal... Just as Mr. Young had 
made the Germans see that they must 
come un to the minimum demands of 
allies, the allies all raised their de- 
mands, And thus the conference 
makes progress backwards. 

Fortunately all these disturbances 
are of such a character that in them- 
selves they do not threaten the general 
peace. They are of a kind which 
should yield to common sense after 
the change of ‘season is successfully 
accomplished.

Germany at home has already 
shown a return to something like a 
normal temperature. When the Catli- 
oliec center party withdrew from the 
coalition government a couple of 
months ago it started all sorts of ru- 
mors. In nationalist circles it was 
claimed that parliamentary govern- 
ment had proved a complete failure 
and that the time had come for a dic: 
tatorship. Alfred Hugenberg, “the 
German Northcliff” and chief of the 
nationalists, sent out his absurd Jet- 
ter to American editors pleading for 
Germany over the head of the govern- 
ments. A fascist upheaval was threat- 
ened as a defense against the menace 
of bolsheviam. 

Even Herr Stresemann, who after 
Hindenburg has more personal influ- 
ence than any man in Germany, was 
repudiated by his own party when he | 
told them it was time to do something 
constructive and stop playing petty 
politics.

Washington, April 153—(4)—Growth | 


of radio in the last few years is cited 
as an important factor in national 
expenditures in the report of the presi- 
dent’s unemployment conference. 

A aurvey of the national bureau of 
economic research included in the re- 
port shows that radio sets in use 
Jumped from 600,000 in 1922 to 1,500,- 
OOO the next year with phenomenal 
increases euch year, reaching 7,000U,- 
OOO sets January 1, 192%. The com- 
mittee on recent economic changes is 
made up of business and Jabor leaders 
w.th President Hoover as chairman. 


The duta obtained by the bureau 
was used by the committee in formu- 
lating its report which is a critical 
appraisal of factors of stability and 
instability in economic life. 

“Probably the outstanding develop- 
ment in consumption in recent years 
has been the introduction of the 
radio,” says the survey. “From a 
negligible figure of les« than S$siH.000 
in 1914, from only $8,000,000 in 1919 
and $11,000.00 in 1921, the value of 
radio apparatus produced increased 
to $51,00,000 in 1923 and $177,000,- 
000 in 1925. | 

“Nearly 3,000,000 loud speakers 
and 1,353,000 head sets were produced 
in 1925. Output of Complete receiving 
sets was about 2,500.00 in 1925 as 
compared with less than 500,000 in 
1923,”

Washington, April 13.—)—wMili- 
tary efficiency and the enthusiasm of 
the amateur operator have been com- 
bined in the expansion of the army 
umateur radio system to provide a 
national network of communications

The signal corps of the army, with 
the co-operation of the American Ra- 
dio Relay League, has extended its 
emergency communication system to 
cover the entire United States. In 
times of emergency, such as floods, 
fires and tornadoes or war, amateurs 
from laine to California and from 
Florida to Montana will have their 
-adio sets ready to augment or to re- 
place the land lines. 

There are five nets in the system, 
the smaller feeding into the larger.

The famous Kentucky Derby, to which 
special trains are run every year from all 
over the country, may have to be run in 
New Orleans or Chicago or even in Ha- 
vana, while the kings and queens of the 
Bluegrass may be scattered to the four 
winds, according to the way in which pube- 
lic sentiment for and against racing ebbs 
and flows in other states. 

Even now, with another racing about to 
open in Kentucky and the Derby little 
more than a month off, there is in prog- 
ress a legal battle which may result in 
pari-mutifel. betting being declared illegal. 
This is a mere skirmish in the campaign. 
The real fight comes with the election of 
the legislature and the election of the gov- 
ernor. 

Racing and politics are so interwoven in 
Kentucky that scarcely a constable is 
elected without the result being counted 
as a victory or defeat for the group of 
gentlemen. generally known as the Ken- 
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tucky Jockey Club, though they are now 
incorporated under the laws of another 
State with the name of American Turf 
Association. It is the mixture of racing 
and politics that spells the doom of the 
whole system; according to those who are 
pessimistic on the situation. It is simply 
astounding to an outsider to discover how 
every maneuver in évery political fight in 
the state centers on the one issue of racing 
versus anti-racing. 

There were men and women in Ken- 
tucky last fall who voted for Herbert 
Hoover because they were for racing. There 
were men and women who voted for Alfred 
E. Smith because they were against racing. 
There was at least one outstanding news- 
paper which supported Hoover because it 
was for racing. There are those who be- 
lieve that another outstanding newspaper, 
which finally came out for Smith after 
much deliberation, did so because that 
newspaper was against racing. 

This may seem surprising to some of 
Smith's followers, who regarded their can- 
didate as the liberal in the last campaign, 
but the fact is that liberality or lack of 
it on Smith's part had nothing to do with 
the line-up of the racing factions in Ken- 
tucky. :

Will Kentucky Kill Racing? 


BY CARTER FIELD 


To illustrate the topsy-turvy nature of 
the situation which the racing fight has 
brought about in the Bluegrass State, 
there was a very. prominent man in the 
last campaign who wanted Herbert Hoover 
elected, but who was terribly anxious that 
Smith should carry Kentucky. Another and 
equally prominent man was just as eager 
to have Smith elected president and just 
as desirous that Hoover should carry Ken- 
tucky. 

So, even a presidential election became 
so far as a very large number of persons 
in the state was concerned, a mere skirm- 
ish in the campaign for and against racing. 
There has not been an election of any 
sort in Kentucky for years, not even a 
primary, for that matter, where the rac- 
ing crowd did not regard itself as fighting 
with its back to the wall. There has not 
been a primary or election result which 
was not weighed as showing the strength 
or weakness of the racing element. Some- 
times the lines of battle are so clearly 
marked as to be unmistakable. Some- 
times they are so obscure that it is al- 
most impossible to decipher them. But al- 
ways they are present. Always the racing 
crowd is on one side of a fight and the 
anti-racing element is on the other 


it cannot be assumed that the racing 
crowd will necessarily support @ man com- 
mitted to a continuance of the Sport of 
Kings or that it will necessarily oppose a 
man known to be against pari-mutuel bet- 
ting. It is often just the reverse, and some- 
times the racing and anti-racing clans di- 
vide without respect to the views of the 
candidates. 

This last, of course, was the case in the 
Hoover-Smith fight. Actually nobody in 
Kentucky knew what Mr. Hoover's views 
on racing were. So far as the motives of 
the racing and anti-racing elements are 
concerned, nobody cared. Nor did the fact 
that Smith, as governor of New York, had 
been considered a friend of racing prevent 
the racing crowd generally from being 
against Smith so far as Kentucky's elec- 
toral votes were concerned, 

The racing crowd is concerned pri- 
marily with a constant battle to maintain 
in Frankfort @ legislature which will not 
pass a bill to prohibit pari-mutuel betting 
and to keep a governor in the executive 
manron who would not sign such a bill if 
it were passed. The goal of the anti-racing 
crowd 4s to win a legislature which will 
prohibit pari-mutuel betting and to elect 
a governor who would sign such a bill,

It would seem that, this being £he goal, 
the only battles would be over the primaries 
and elections of members of the legisia- 
ture and the governor. But politics is not 
as simple as that, and, as the battle has 
@ragged on, with lines becoming tighter 
and tighter, every political office becomes a 
pawn in the game and every issue a chance 
to test strength. 

If the “Liberals” succeed in electing a 
sheriff in Backwoods county, that sheriff 
becomes a help in the election next year 
of a liberal state senator and member of 
the house. If the “Reformers” elect a 
United States senator of their side, he 
will obtain federal appointees in the state 
who will help them in their fight to crush 
the racing crowd. There is no beginning 
and no end to it. It permeates everything.

how topsy-turvy the whole situation be- 
comes at times is that of the senatoria!

With Barkley out of the way, the racing 
crowd was confident that it cculd select a 
friendly candidate for the democratic nom- 
ination. Its hand was shown when The 
Louisville Herald-Post, controlled by James 
B. Brown, came out for Robert Crowe. At 
omee the anti-racing crowd lined up be- 
hind former governor and former senator 
J. C. W. Beckham, one of the strong op- 
ponents of pari-mutuel betting. 


“The Louisville Courier Journal” at onee 
indorsed Beckham, Judge Robert W. Bing- 
ham its publisher, being one of the most 
interesting figures in the entire situation. 
Judge Bingham is far from being an op- 
ponent of racing, per se. He is not even 
apn opponent of pari-mutuel betting. as an 
institution. On the contrary, he was one 
of the group of men who put up money 
just a few years back to develop racing in 
Kentucky. He is almost an enthusiast, as 
a matter of fact. 


But he has become a champion of the 
reform element, not through antipathy 
to racing as confined to race tracks, but 
through vigorous objection to the inijec- 
tion of the Jockey Club into the Kentucky 
political situation. Controlling the only 
morning newspaper in Louisville and ore

It has been more than a generation since 
any senator from Kentuncky has been re- 
elected. 

The racing crowd was not so confident 
that it ignored the republican primary. In 
that they backed Judge Flem D. Sampson, 
of the court of appeals, against Robert H. 
Lucas, who was supported bv Senator 
Sackett on an anti-racing platform. 

No one in the 1927 campaign really ex- 
pected Kentucky to elect a republican gov- 
ernor. The state was all set to elect the 
Gemocratic ticket from top to bottom. So 
the racing and anti-racing factions both 
concentrated heavily on the democratic pri- 
mary. 

When the smoke. Cleared away it was 
seen that the anti-racing crowd had won 
a notable victory and that J. C. W. Beck- 
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ham, convert to the anti-racing element, 
and running on an anti-racing platform, 
had been triumphantly nominated. 

Things began to happen immediately. 
One of the first was that The Louisville 
Herald-Post, which had been democratic 
since it was sold to its present owners— 
although the old morning Herald, when 
owned by John C. Shaffer, had been re- 
publican—came out for Sampson. Mr. 
Brown. who is president of the National 
Bank of Kentucky and a prominent mem- 
ber of the Jockey club, always had been 
aligned with the democratic party. 

Most observers in the state, as the cam- 
paign wore on, were confident that Beck- 
ham would be elected. As has been stated, 
it appeared that the state was all set to 
go democratic. It did go democratic, over- 
whelmingly, on all offices save that of gov- 
ernor. But Sampson was elected by nearly 
40,000. Compared to the figures of last 
fall, when Hoover carried the state by 
more than 180,000, this may not seem lke 
a big majority, but, compared to other fig- 


ures, it was tremendous, and was the more 


glaring because all the other republican 
nominees were decisively defeated. 

More than any one other event, cer- 
tainly. this election of Sampson drove home 
the point which the anti-racing crowd had 
been making for years of how potent the 
Jockey club had become in Kentucky poli- 
tics. Fraud was charged. It was alleged 
that thousands of votes cast for Beckham 
in Louisville had been counted for Samp- 
son. But these charges did not mature into 
a contest of the result. 

So the racing crowd settled down to four 
years of unmolested operation, while the 
anti-racing element began to make war 
medicine against the next conflict. But 
the confidence of the racing element al- 
ready has proved unjustified. Legal pro- 
ceedings, attacking the incorporation of the 
Jockey club interests under the laws of 
ansther state and incidentally attacking 
the legality of the pari-mutuel betting 
system, were brought—very largely, it is 
believed, by some of the Jockey club mem- 
bers, at a measure of retaliation, for the 
knifing of Beckham by s0 many democrats 
om the racing issue. 

Naturally the Jockey club interests are 
not overlooking any appeal to state pride. 
There is the suggestion, for example. that 
if the anti-racing element succeeds in 
stopping pari-mutuel betting, the classic 
Kentucky Derby will -be run thereafter not 
on Churchill Downs, just outside Louis- 


ville. but at Lincoln Field, just outside 
Chicago. or on some other track. 

The American Turf Association, whose 
operation of the three big Kentucky tracks 
—Churchill Downs, Latonia and Lexington 


—is now being legally attacked, also op- — 


erates Lincoln Field. Its members point 
out to the business men and hotel’ pro- 
prietors of Louisville that the Jockey Club 
interests would make just as much money 
if the race were transferred to Chicago. 


In fact. they insinuate, with apparent 
logic, that they would probably make 
more. Bigger crowds, they point out, 


could be drawn to Chicago than would 
come to Louisville. Higher prices could be 
charged. The rake-off on the betting. the 
admission fees and the concessions would 
all be more profitable. Only local pride, 
they assert, and the desire to maintain the 
giory of Kentucky makes them wish to 
continue this classic at Churchill Downs. 

Anti-racing leaders are bitter in their 
denunciation of Jockey Club methods. 
Originally, they say, the objects of the 
Jockey Club had the enthusiastic approval 
of a vast majority of Kentucky's citizens. 
Such men as Judge Bingham lent thei aid 
because of genuine fondness for wat¢hing 
fast horses compete. They were proud of 
the famous blood of Kentucky horseflesh. 
When traveling, their chests stuck out just 
a httle when. in New York, Boston. Lon- 
don. or Paris. conversation turned to the 
famous breeding farms of the Blue Grass 
section anc the world renowned racing 
Stables near Lexington.

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> IG LEAGUE baseball is going col- 
© legiate. Athletes are discarding 

caps and gowns for baseball uni- 
forms so rapid!y these days and 
in such increasing numbers that the time 
is not far off when they may dominate the 
game. 


When the two major leagues swing into 
action every club will be fortified with val- 
uable players who have been lured by the 
glint of gold from the classic shades of 
alma mater straight to the ball park. A 
record number of 200 college educated ball 
tossers are scattered among the personnel 
of the sixleen teams. The New York Yan- 
kees have fourteen on their roster. Cleve- 
land has sixteen, the Giants twelve, the 
Athletics fifteen, and so on down through 
beth the American and National League 
clubs. 


There are often as many college gradu- 
ates on one team today as there were in 
both major leagues not so many years ago. 

It is a rather curious fact that while 
baseball is waning as an_ intercollegiate 
sport, the national pastime is the one 
branch of athletics in which college men 
turn professional and make good. In the 
prize ring, toward which not a few grad- 
uates have turned in recent years, not one 
has made a fair success. Of the leading 
professional golfers, one, Tommy Armour, 
is a product of higher education. 


But glancing over the baseball headliners 
of the hour we notice such names as Lou 
Gehrig, from Columbia; “Kiki Cuyler and 
Walter French, from West Point; Sisler, 
from Michigan; Owen Carroll, Arnold Statz, 
Fred McGGuire and Joe Dugan, from Holy 
Cross; Andy Cohen, Sewell and Stephen- 
s0n, from Alabama; Johnny Ogden and 
George Earnshaw, from Swarthmore; Cy 
Williams from Notre Dame, and more than 
150 others who are either stars with their 
clubs or valuable units in team organi- 
Zation. 

In addition. more than three score other 
collegians were taken south by major 
league clubs this season for try-outs. Some 
of them have made good and have won 
regular berths. Some will be iarmed out to 
the minors for a year or two, and some 
will give up the game altogether.

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League team and between innings of a 
game with the Philadelphia Athletics he 
was sent in as relief catcher. No sooner 
had he donned the mask than off it came, 
with George taking punches at the bat- 
ter. That squabble was fixed up, and for 
Several innings Susce continued to catch 
the offerings of Milligan, a Cornell alum- 
nus. But Susce's pugilistic tendencies final- 
ly got the better of him and he took a 
swing at “Bing” Miller when that player 
slid into the plate. Umpires separated 
them and banished: the scrappy collegian 
from the field. 

But occasionally a timid collegian-—the 
tvpe the sand-lot veterans “love to “ride’— 
shows up in the training camps. There 
was one this spring who deserted profes- 
sional ranks after his first appearance in 
an. exhibition game.

The ball was 
thrown three feet wide of the plate. 

“Strike three, and out!" shrieked the 
umpire. “And,’.he added, turning to the

That night, the collegian, somewhat de- 
pressed with the ethics of the professional 
game, unfurled his diploma and boarded a 
northbound train.

precarious existence, it is easy to under- 


stand the public opinion against the sport 
as a career for college-trained men at that 
time. 


The college man in baseball was an ex- 
treme rarity up to the turn of the cen- 
tury, when Fred Tenney, of Brown, and a 
few others entered the game and created 
another sensation in collegiate circles. As 
other collegians heard the call of the big 
leagues the old astonishment began to wear 
off a little. but even as late as 1906, when 
several college men heard the clink of gold 
calling them to the ball park, the lack of 
social caste in the professional game 
prompted several nren to asstme fictitious 
names. 

Eddie Collins, coming direct from Co- 
lumbia, perspired through the summers of 
1906 and 1907 with the Athletics, playing 
under the name of Sullivan. The same 
year that saw Collins’ first appearance In 
the majors also marked the entrance of 
Jack Combs, who had just graduated at 
Colby College. 

The oldest of five children, Combs 
worked his way through high school and 
college by rising before dawn, tending fur- 
naces, cleaning snow, cutting lawns and 
waiting on table. He also found time to 
pitch on the college nine, and before he 
Was graduated the lanky country boy's 
fame had spread to the big leagues. Con-

nie Mack, the first manager to go after 


college men in a serious way, tempted 
Combs with a contract for $2,400 for the 
season. To the lad who owned one sult 


of clothes on graduation day and who was 
heavily in debt for part of his education 
that $2,400 looked like all the money in 
the world. 

When Combs joined the Athleticd” there 
was a marked ill-feeling between the col- 
lege clement and the non-college group. 
With Eddie Plank from Gettysburg, Bender 
from Carlisle and Barry and Coakley from 
Holy Cross, the Athletics had more col- 
Tégians than any two other teams in either 
league. And the corner-lot brigade didn't 
like it. Everybody tried to make it as hard 
as possible for the “rah-rah boys,” and 
storics of battles between the two groups 
are well known. The sand-lotters played 
all kinds of tricks and some of them were 
pretty nasty. 

Combs tells the story of the first day 
he reported to the Athletics. Fresh from 
Maine, viewing a big league park for the 
first time, he was nervous as he warmed 
up in his initial work-out. After throw- 
ing a few balls to the catcher he was join- 
ed by a lanky left-hander who nonchal- 
antly started throwing the ball with blind- 
ing speed. 


Combs was pop-cyed. He had never 


- geen such speed. He feared that he would 


never make good and started thinking of 
going back to the Maine woods. 
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Take the Case of George Susce— 


The Corner-Lot Brigade 
Was Contemptucous 
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“The baseball looked like a pea, the way 
that left-hander zipped it to the cateher,” 
gaid Combs, recalling the incident. “I was 
about ready to turn in my suit when Con- 
mie Mack stepped on the fieid. 

“What are you trying to do, Rube?’ he 
shouted. ‘Showing off or trying to break 
this kid’s heart. Get out of there!’ 

“It was Rube Waddell, one of the game's 
gveatest pitchers. And when I realized 
thM I felt better and decided to stick it 
out a while longer.” 

That “while longer” had stretched into 
mgmore than twenty years when Combs re- 
tired in 1927. 


Those great teams that Connie Mack 
built largely out of college men did much 
to lessen the sand-lotter’s prejudice against 
the degree-holding players. 

After the World War the real rush of 
the cellegians into professional] baseball 
began—a rush that has been gaining mo- 
mentum steadily, until this year there are 
more college players holding down berths 
in the big league than ever before. The at- 
titude of other players toward the collegian 
has changed. He is taken for granted, and 
the feeling between the non-college ele- 
ment and the college crowd is no more 
@iscernible than it is in any business or 
social group. 

No longer is the college player regarded 
as a “ne'er-do-well.” The great increase 
in the number of educated ball tossers has 
taken care of that. 


What has brought this great increase? 
One reason, undoubtedly, is the fact that 
golf and tennis have made inroads in the 
ranks of the sand-lot players. Another is 
the fact that minor leagues are demand- 
ime such exorbitant prices for stars that 
the big league managers are signing up as 
many good college players as they can, 
farming out those who need development. 

But the greatest reason is that baseball, 
which after all is professional entertain- 

° ment catering to several millions of peo- 
ple, has come to be regarded as big busi- 
mess. The game has grown from the 
shabby environment of board fences to 
congrete stadiums and million-dollar 
plants. The modern baliplayer lives in 
first-class hotels, travels in Puliman cars 
and often drives his own motor to the ball 


And, as a big business, the college-tra:n- 
ed man sees in the sport a future which, 
mmeasured in dollars and cents, has just 4s 
many advancements and opportunities as 
can be found in real estate, law. banking. 
salesmanship and kindred occupations. 

Lou Gehrig has been out of Columbia 
five or six years. It is safe to savy that his 
earnings over that period have been as 
high at any member of his class. 

Frank Frisch, who went from Fordham 
to the Giants and then to St. Louis. has. 
fm nine years of professional] baseball, re- 
evived a generous salary and, in addition. 
bes participated in a number o! world 
gertes pools. Walter Ruether, George Kei- 
hy and Art Nehf, other collegians whe have 
prospered on the diamond, might #cuse 


the envy of alumni who follewed the hab- 
erdashery business. 

The majority of the college players 
average $5,000 a year and a few get $15,- 
000. The work lasts from March until Oc- 
tober, and in the off season a ball player 
can take up some form of work to which 
he can devote his full time when his play- 
ing days are over. 


That used to be the chief argument 
against college men going into professional 
baseball. It was said that there was no 
future in i. Five or ten years in the 
game and then nothing to look forward 
to except the road down through. the 
minors and out. The college graduate, 
thrown among men who thought only base- 
ball, who had few outside interests and no 
other business interests at all, it was said, 
would lose his ambition to make good on 
the outside and find himself, after years 
in the majors were over, walking the road 
to obscurity. 


But this condition has largely been rem- 
edied by the college men themselves. 


Take the case of Mike Gazella, a college 
man from Lafayette, who during the com- 
paratively few years he served as a ultility 
hand with the Yankees has made enough 
to gnake him independent for life. 


A close student of finance, with the abil- 
itv to meke use of money earned in three 
world series, Gazella spent his time on the 
Yankee bench playing the stock market 
with surprising success. Today he is in a 
position to quit the diamond and go into 
anv enterprise on his own—something that 
very few of his classmates can do after 
such a short period. 

Another. important fact 


that must be 


taken into consideration in explaining the 


increase in the number of collegiate plav- 
€rs in the big leagues is the tremendous 
increase in the number of youths seeking 
higher education. Forty vears ago only a 
very smal] percentage of men went to col- 
lege. It was a place to prepare for the 
professions. A relatively small number of 
college graduates went into. business. 

Tocay there are many more college stu- 
dents than there were then; it is estimated 
that 800.000 are enrolied throughout the 
country. This tremendous increase has re- 
sulted’ in a proportionately pgreater nuin- 
ber of men going into professional sport, 
yust as it has resuked in a corresponding 
increase in the number who go into busi- 
ne as 


It is interesting to note, however, that 
although college men have = increased 
steadily. there has been little increase in 
the number of men from Yale. Harvard 


anc Princeton. Harvard has contributed 
a few. including “Harvard Fddy’ Grant, 
who ded in the war as a captain of in- 
fantry, and “Jocko” Conlon, who left the 
Boston team a few vears ago to enter the 
advertising business Bruce Caldwel), of 
Yale. tried the game iast summer with 
Cleveiand and failed to make good. Mac- 
Phee and Berg are two Princeton men of 
the post-war generation who have taken 
« fhne at the sport 


Even now the game, for the most part, 


is getting athletes who went to college 
principally because they were athletes. 
They see in the professional game an op- 
portunity to make big money in a short 
time. In fact, in many cases baseball is 
the only thing that has enabled them to 
go to college at all. They make enough 
money playing with minor league teams 
during the summer months to pay their 
tuition and board through the college year. 
Some of them play under their own names. 
Others use fictitious names during the 
summer and star on the college team each 
spring. 

Just a few vears ago a college baseball 
coach took his team to a large eastern. city 
for a game with another college and dis- 
covered that the center fielder and star 
hitter of the opposing outfit had been his 
roommate on an International League team 
the summer before. 


Another coach complimented his men 
after they had been beaten 8 to 5 in a 
game they wanted very much to win. 

“If you can get ‘five runs off that 
piteher,”’ the coach said, “you won't have 
any trouble with any pitchers this year. 
Me was the best pitcher in the Virginia 
League last summer—pitched for me down 
there.” Incidentally, that young man is 
now star in the majors. 


This fact, too, may explain the willing- 
ness of the present day college ball tosser 
to spend a season or two in the minors 
when he doesn’t immediately make good in 
the big show. Years ago it was the majors 
or nothing. Now, however, with the gen- 
eral collegiate tendency to cash in on 
whatever ability one possesses, it is a dif- 
ferent matter. 


No story of the college men in baseball 
would be complete without a word of 
tribute to Christy Mathewson, in whose 
memory Buckness has erected a monument 
at Lewisburg. Pa. One of the game's great- 
est stars, “Matty,” with his great courage, 
honesty and integrity, gave baseball a 
Ssteadying influence when it was most 
needed. 

Every baseball fan remembers the im- 

portant game which Fred Merkle lost when 
he forgs* to touch second base. But not 
every one knows the part Christy Mathew- 
son played in that incident. After the 
claim was made that Merkle had not 
touched second, affidavits were taken from 
players on the opposing teams. Years later 
it developed that the final decision was 
reached largely as a result of the affidavit 
signed by “Big Six.” who declared that 
Merkle had not touched second. In _ his 
fairness, he swore his team out of a league 
championship and himself and his team- 
mates out of a share in the world series 
pool. . 
Times have changed since “Matty” was 
pitching the Giants to championships with 
his famous “fade-away —and baseball has 
changed, too. But perhaps the greatest 
change is the one brought about by the 
college graduates in the big leagues. 

Although the flood of ball players from 
the colleges is constantly increasing the 
non-college element still is strong. Every

strata of society is represented im Areer- 
ica’s national pastime—as it should be. A 
battery might be made up of a boy who 
spent his youth in a coal mine and an- 
other with several degrees after his name. 

The writer recently visited the dressing 
room of the St. Louis Browns when they 
were training in West Palin Beach, Fia. 
Heinie Manush, who led the American 
League in batting last summer. was wear- 
ing plus fours of gray, with 
sweater and tie to match. He was ‘Joe 
College’"—and I doubt if he ever saw the 
inside of one. 

It's hard to tell them apart today. But 
this ethica) gain has resulied in a definite 
passing cf the intense rivalry between ball 
players, a lack of spirited enthusiasm 
among the fans and an obvious incréase 
of commercialism, in the opinion of college 
veterans. 

“Yes, we have polite young men in base- 
ball today. and big concrete stadiums,” said 
Fddic Collins. “But something is missing. 
Perhaps it is sentiment on my part, but 
the memory of the old days, when we were 
greeted with hoots and jeers when stepping 
out on the field to play the old Detroit 
Tigers, added a certain glamour to the 
sport. More than once we were pelted with 
vegetables as we entered the ball park, and 
it was a common thing to have police es- 
cort us to our hotels.” 

Jack Combs agrees with him. 


“On my first trip south, in 1907.” he said, 
“we dressed in our rooms and loitered 
around the hotel lobbies in uniform to at- 
tract attention and get people interested in 
the game. We wore slippers and carried 
our spiked shoes under our arms on the 
way to the ball park. We traveled to the 
field in tallyhos, right through the main 
Streets of a town, just like the circus. Tne 
home town fans jeered us and we jeered 
back. 

“The training camp was in New Orleans 
that’ vear and we worked our way north 
alonz the Mississippi. In Memphis the 
crovd gave us a terrible hooting. Some 
of the townspeople threw things at us on 
our ride to the park. It looked as though 
it might end in a free-for-a'l. Rube Wad- 
dell was along with us and he calmed the 
crowd by telling them that if they would 
come out to the park he would show them 
a pitching feat that would never be du- 
plicated in baseball. And, naturaliv, that 
drew a lot of them out to the game. 

“As the game progressed the fans made 
personal remarks at Rube. These increas- 
ed in volume until the ninth inning. Then 
Rube, bowing to the booing crowd, an- 
nounced that he was ready to make good 
on his promise. Turning his back to the 
stands he called in all three outfielders 
and sent them off the field. Then he or- 
dered al) the infielders off the diamond. 
Shreck was catching, and he sat down on 
his haunches. And Rube Waddell started 
pitching. 

“He struck out the side in one-two-three 
oraer, without a batter even fouling one 
of his shoots. It was indeed the greatest 
pitching feat known to baseball.”

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F CAPTAIN LEVY hadn't been 
such a harsh master, Sam Tully 
undoubtedly would have remain- 
ed an honest and capable seaman, 
content to work toward a captaincy by the 
route of hard work and low pay, familiar 
to every mariner of the early part of the 
nineteenth century. 

Tully didn't live a long life, but there 
was more misery crowded into that life 
than was experienced by Father Noah in 
his long career, which also included some 
colorful seafaring and considerable experi- 
ence with wild animals. Sam was born in 
New York, and was only five years old 
when his father marched away in 1776 to 
fight to make the world safe for democracy.

“Cradle of the Deep” story. And Trader 
Horn will have to live another lifetime in 
Africa to match those of this adventurer 
of an earlier day. 


But, after years of tossing about in 
strange waters, he returned to England in 
a British ship from India. Having two 
weeks furlough, he hunted up the Ameri- 
can consul, His story, backed up by proofs, 
brought him a letter from the consul, pro- 
tecting him from further seizure by British 
press gangs. 

So Sam Tully sailed for New York, and 
took a boat up the river to Albany.

Tully flew into a towering rage at this, 
and the captain went away laughing.

They were brought before the governor 
for questioning, and the cook, begging for 
protection from the law, offered to tell a 
tale of piracy and murder against his com- 
panions 6o Lhey weve all arrested and 
sent to Boston as being under suspicion of 
piracy 

On October 20, 1412, Tully and Dalton 
were arraigned before the Circuit Ciurt 
at Bostor- on indictments charging piracy, 
murder and barratry. Owen was granted 
immunity for his testimony against the 
others 

The charge of murder related to the 
death at sea of George Cummings. seaman 
of the George Washington. Two of the 
George Washington's men had left the ship 
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in a boat when she made sail, under Tul- 


ly's orders, at Isle of May. There were 
left aboard then Tully, who took charge - 


captain; Dalton, Owen and Cummings. The 
latter seemed demented, although some of 
the men thought him merely drunk. How 
he got enough lquor to keep him drunk 
aboard such a frugal craft, was never em- 
plained. 


Cummings kept refusing to work, and in- 
sisted upon kissing the hands and feet of 
Tully and Dalton. He was melancholy, 
cried most of the time, and refused to eat. 
After two weeks at sea, Cummings rose ia 
the night and stole upon Tully, who wee 
asleep on deck, and gave him a terrible 
blow on the head with a hammer. 

Tully was stunned, but cried out for help, 
and staggered to his feet to grapple with 
the apparently insane Cummings. Tully 
had no weapons. Cummings brandished ®@ 
knife and a hammer, and Tully was badly 
cut an dbruised. ) 


Dalton came running to his chief's relief 
and he and Tully managed to push an@ 
carry Cummings to the gunwale, ang 
thence dropped him into the sea. 


Upon this incident rested the charge of 
murder. Next night, land was sighted, 
The money on board, amounting to leap 
than three thousand dollars, was divide@ 
among the three survivors, and the long 
boat was hoisted out and towed asterm, 
Owen, who was not greatly trusted by the 
other two, was compelled to get into the 
boat while the George Washington proe= 
ceeded on her way. 


After some hours, Dalton and Tully 
abandoned the ship and took their places 
in the boat. Owen thought he heard the 
two talking about having scuttled the vese 
sel, and on this allegation the charge of 
barratry was based. 


Dalton and Tully denied that they ha@ 
scuttled the vessel. They denied that they 
had murdered Cummings, but insisted thag 
they had merely drowned him in defenas 
of their lives, after he had nearly kille@ 
one of them. They admitted running away 
with the George Washington, but their 
lawyer insisted that their action was nos 
piracy, because they had not exercise@ 
violence against Captain Levy or any othe 
person in taking fhossession of the ship. 

The two men were convicted, almos® 
wholly upon the testimony of the negra, 
who, of course, was making out the bes 
possible case for himself and the worss 
possible one for his shipmates, since he 
wanted to save his own life and sacrifice 
theirs. 

On December 10, 1812, Tully was hange@ 
at South Boston. Still suffering from his 
wounds, which probably would have kille@ 
him eventually, he had prepared a fined 
statement, which he intended to read from 
the gallows. The statement gave his side 
of the story quite fully, and was @ fine de- 
fense against the charge of murder, As @® 
the piracy, Tully admitted sailing awap 
with a ship that didn't belong to him, ap- 
propriating the funds aboard her, sag 
abandoning her at sea. His only defenses 
for this action was one that would not hel@ 
in law. He said that Captain Levy hae@ 
goaded him beyond endurance by his 
stinginess and abuse, but particularly Bp 
his refusal of an adequate liquor _ratiom 
to himeelf and the crew. 

But Tully was unable to read his las 
statement. He was too sick.+In fact, there 
was much doubt that he was conscious ef 
the tiine of the hanging. He had to be 
carried to the gallows, and appeared to be 
in a coma. The deputy U. S. marshal reag@ 
the paper aloud to the assembled multé< 
tude, which cheered the defense luatily, 
The trap was sprung, and in @ few minutes 
Dalton stepped forward to have the ropes 
adjusted about his neck. When the hange 
mnman had fixed the knot and the lags 
prayer had been said, Dalton was asked 
whether he had anything to say.

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HE was his, body and soul. He 
was a viper from the depths of 
hell. He came night after night, 
poisoning her mind against her 
absent husband.

The above is an excerpt from the sum- 
ming up speech of James A. Turiey, elo- 
quent counsel for the defense in the case 
of the State of New York versus Paulette 
Saludes, slayer of her lover, Oscar Mar- 
telliere. Turley painted a most revolting 
picture of the slain man. Martelliere, he 
said, was a “serpent stealing from a man 
his dearest possession,” a fiend who had 
deserted his wife, the mother of his child, 
to lure to her ruin the faithful wife of his 
friend. 7 

But as it happened, the jury by this time 
had become used to this picture of Mar- 
telliere. Even before the fatal shots were 
fired, Mme. Saludes, driven frantic by his 
deceptions, had begun to clothe the man 
in the garments of a trifler and a rogue. 
And*afterward, before and during the trial, 
the defense had pounded away continually 
at the idea that Martelliere had most cer- 
tainly got what was coming to him. And 
that the woman, because of this and her 
mental condition at the time of the crime, 
should go free. 

And did she go free, as so many other 
women have gone free in much the same 
situation? 

Let us tell the story. 

According to her own account, Paulette 
married James Saludes in Paris in 1910. 
They were Frénch, She, a child of 17 at 
the time of the romance, was making 
dainty French lingerie and studying ste- 
mography; her husband was a_ peddler.

He camé as a business 
associate of the husband, but soon gradu- 
ated to the role, of friend of the family. 

We are not to believe, however, that an 
intrigue began soon afterward between 
Martelliere and Paulette. We are to be- 
lieve-——since there is no evidence to the 
contrary—that the affair did not begin un- 
til Martelliere had succeeded in getting 
Saludes out of the country many months 
later. 

According to Mme. Saludes, the broker 
during the winter of 1920-1921 suggested to 
her husband that he, Saludes, make a trip 
to France and collect some $35,000 due the 


corporation from concerns in Bordeaux 
and Algiers. Saludes demurred at first, 
but finally consented. Late in January, 


1921, he sailed for France—and as he sailed 
Paulette an@ Oscar waved farewell from 
the pier. 

On the surface this all seemed rather 
logical, but by Paulette’s account it was all 
a plot on the part of the wily Martelliere 
to seduce her and gain control of her 
husband's goods.

Ncw are you satisfied?”

F YOU have gone to France on the steamship Paris you 

must have admired the brilliant and modern light fix- 

tures and the unusual glass doors of that splendid ship. 
If you have spent more than a few days in the city of Paris, 
you surely have visited Le Lido, most up-to-date of dance 
palaces, famed for its swimming pool and its colorful decora- 
tions. Since all Americans sooner or later explore the Rue 
de la Paix, and the Place Vendome, you probably have looked 
at the exquisite glasswork in Lalique’s window—at the glass 
medallions, glass clocks, glass vases, glass everything that a 
resourceful genius could: represent in that medium. 

What you may not have known is that René Lalique, who 
produced the masterpieces in the window, is responsible also 
for the beautiful glasswork on the ship and at Le Lido— 
responsible, too, for a train de luxe, now building, which will 
take you from Paris to the Riviera—designer and builder also 
ef many distinguished shop fronts in Paris and elsewhere, 
which you can recognize by his characteristic use of glass. If 
you bring back to America precious French perfumes, put up 
with that daintiness in which the French excel, the chance 
fis that. the bottles, individual and exquisite, were designed 
and made by Lalique. 

Even if this great craftsman had confined his unlimited 
energies only to the objects displayed in his store, he would 
still be one of the leaders in contemporary art. But he is a 
far more significant figure—in a peculiar sense he typifies 
the most wholesome esthetic trend to-day. 

If the word modern suggests to you bizarre or eccentric 
designs, geometrical cubes and angles, then Lalique is not a 
modernist. His eye seems full of a quite ancient vision—he 
loves the dainty human figures of Pompeian paintings and 
wases. He likes to assemble natural objects in the decorative 
idiom of Japanese art. Birds, fishes, peacock 
feathers, fMlowers—these are all he needs for 
his motives. In fact, like the Oriental masters, 
he seems content to use the patterns which 
mature. in her most obvious moods, strews at 
our feet. He is undisturbed if these patterns 
@re already long familiar; the desire to escape 
from the normal apparitions of life is not 
in him. 

But, in a more important way, he is a mod- 
ern of the moderns. He has dared to intro- 
duce his art into those departments of life 
which we are too often content to furnish 
with machine-made conveniences. He sees no 
reason Why the doorknobs we turn, the knives 
and forks we use, the tools or instruments of 
Our most ordinary moments should not be 
beautiful. Not only beautiful but. in a French 
way, individual. He represents in our time 
the point of view held by a few great geniuses 
in the Ranaissance, and advocated in England 
by William Morris, that the distinction between 
fine and applied art is false. 

This is at once the most democratic and the 
most aristocratic view of art. It assumes that 
all objects associated with human experience 
are available for the expression of beauty. It 
assumes also that we, the common. run of men 
and women, would enjoy beauty if we could 
have it on all sides of us. Michelangelo, Leon- 
ardo da Vinci, Cellini and the others served 
a few choice patrons. William Morris, by his 
personal energy, managed to put into practice 
a large part of his theory. but he himself was 
an aristocrat, antiquarian in hig tastes, a little

out of sympathy with the world his art was 
to save. . 

In fact, Morris wished to transform society 
in order that it might reach the spiritual 
Vision necessary to appreciate him. Society, 
on the whole resisted the reform, and has 
pretty nearly forgotten him. René Lalique 
by contrast seems curiously in touch with the 
world he serves, though his own life is that 
of a recluse. He serves the modern world 
as it is, with cemplete sympathy. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that his work has hid 

an cnormous welcome in his own country and 
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seems hkely to influepce modern crafts everywhere. 

tene Lalique was born In 1850. at Ay, He 
prepared himself his hfe work by study in the 
des Arts Decoratifs. That he had instinct for 
sculpture and.a remarkable eift for line and color we 
Should guess trom his work, but. like other strongly 
marked geniuses, he gravitated rapidly the 
work in which he was intended to excel.

This phase of his career culminated in the exposition of 
1200, where he was easily recognized as the leading jeweler 
of France, if not of the world. 

In all his work Lalique had frankly used glass, along with 
precious jewels, and his interest in this common but marvelous 
material gave direction to the more recent phascs of his 
career. He had been experimenting with glass as modern 
painters often experiment with pigments, getting a variety of 
effects by differences of light, instead of by differences of 
color. He has, of course, used colored glass on occasion, but 
with any one tone he develops an extraordinary range of 
shade and of apparent texture, all produced by the natural 
effects of light playing on and through the medium.

It’s racing. With the exception of foa- 
ball, it’s probably the most spectacular 
of all American sports. And it can't sur- 
vive without betting. It can't continue 
without the gentlemen—and women—“who 
back their judgment with their money.” 

Why racing alone of all sports mus 
have betting is something that never has 
been explained satisfactorily. If it were 
only that the wagering provided an casy 
means of defraying the enormous expenses 
of a racing plant it might be considered 
that the betting habit is a cultivated one, 
that spectators would be as happy without 
bets as with them. But apparently they 
are not. They bet because they want to 
bet, and they have no great concern for 
that part of their dollar which goes inte 
commissions for the track owners. 

Racing, of course, is profitable. That's 
the reason primarily why those financially 
interested in it have entered politics. That, 
too, is the reason why the situation which 
now prevails in Kentucky has been brought 
about. 

The first move in the legal action now 
pending was made by Frank E. Daugh- 
erty, formerly attorney general. It has been 
pressed since by the present attorney gen- 
eral, J. W. Cammack. The suit was against 
the Kentucky Jockey club and asks the 
forfeiture of its franchise, the dissolution 
of the corporation and $1,000,000 in pen- 
alties for alleged violations of its charter. 
These violations are alleged to have been 
“operation of gambling devices, commonly 
known as pari-mutuel machines, upon its 
race courses, in violation of law, its inter- 
ference in politics for the purpose of se- 
curing the election of public officials by 
the use of money, by the granting of free 
passes and in other ways.” 

And so Kentucky's racing war rages while 
the thoroughbreds are getting ready for 
the opening of the 1929 season in the Blue- 
grass State. and with the famous “Darby” 
only five weeks away.

Advisor Tells Us How To Buy the More Unusual of Them — Broccoli, Kale, 
* Anise, Turnip Tops, Chiory and Dill 


ARLY springtime vezetables are 
H no longer limited to such old 

familiars as rhubarb, asparagus, 
spinach and lettuce. Indeed, springtime 
has become a season of abundance and 
especially for greens, which are supposed 
to banish that mysterious ailment known 
as spring fever. 

Within the last five vears a group of 
vegetables, perhaps twenty in number, 
has emerced from obscurity and become 
of commercial importance. . Frequently 
we refer to these as “new” vegetables, yet 
few of them are new in the sense that 
they are the products of a Burbank’ 
magic. Some of them, in fact, have bee 
known for an indefinite period, but hav 
been cultivated only in limited quantitie 
by home .gardeners. Undoubtedly the 
growing demand for green and leafy veg: 
etables caused truck growers to try dis- 
carded favorites once more; in other 
cases the demands of certain races have 
stimulated culture, and growers have 
suddenly found that it was profitable to 
cater to this demand. 

Unfortunately, there is much con- 
fusion about the names of these recent 
additions te our vegetable’ supply. 
Seedsmen and produce dealers do not 
use the same nomenclature, and the 
same product may be known by several 
different names and, conversely, the same 
name is often used for two or three en- 
tirely different products. 

Perhaps the best known of the so- 
called new vegetables is green or Italian 
broccoli. It was practically unknown 
here five years ago, although it has been 
cultivated to a limited extent in this 
country for at least a century. This 
spring it is arriving by the trainload. 
Apparently there are several different 
varieties, but the same variety differs 
in size depending on when it is cut and 
whether it is a first or second cutting. 
One type has closely packed green heads 
almost as large as cauliflower. The 
heads of this type are excellent. but the 
leaves and stems are likely to be tough 
and woody. The smaller type has less 
head but stems.and leaves are more 
tender and it is all edible. 

Turnip tops have suddenly become a 


delicacy, and this spring they are more 
plentiful than ever. There are several 
types of them, and they are sold under 
various names, such as broccoli rab or 
rabe, rape, seven-top te-mre and even 
broccoli. This confusion e4sts because

funny diet or the phony “health foods” 
provided by the fakers. 

The case cited by Wright is, of course, 
unique, indeed, rather a freak o’ nature. 
But there are tens of thousands of normal, 
healthy people who know from years of 
experience that perfect health is com- 
patible with a constipated habit; that some 
persons enjoy the best ef health and at- 
tain the heartiest oid age although they 
have had oniy one bowel movement a week 
or something like that, most of their life- 
time. 

One reason why the general laity is so 
easily buncoed about this “autointoxica- 
tion” phobia is that toe many of our re- 
puted heaith authorities, health officers, 
health commissioners, secretaries of health 
boards, harbor the same absurd notion and 
permit it te creep into their public docu- 
ments. I have in my collection dozens of 
exhibits of this weakness and let one of 
these politicians get in my way and I'll 
ask him publicly to explain what he was 
driving at. 

Dr. Alvarez, who knows a thing or two 
about the ailmentary traet and its atlments, 
pointed out years ago that a drunken man 
is. not immediately sobered when his whis- 
ky bottle is taken from him. How, then, 
account fer the prompt relief a confirmed 
victim of “autointexication’”’ obsession ex- 
periences from his.enema? Surely the pre- 
sumptive poison or toxin may be in the 
blood is not -eliminated or excreted or 
thrown out or destroyed or disposed of in 
the few moments it taxes for the enema 
to act.

writer, playwright. or songwriter—and sell- 

ing him literature and tuition along those 
lines. 

The most common of these, of course, is 
the songwriting racket. Scarcely a week 
goes by but what we receive at least ten 
letters along the following lines: 

“Dear Mr. Hellinger: I know you must 
get many letters like this, but I honestly 
feel that my case is different. I have writ- 
ten several songs, have played them for my 
friends—and they all think they’re won-

“Tl wrote a song only a few weeks ago, 
Mr. Hellinger. It was titled ‘Carolina Sun.’ 


I took it to a music publisher but they“ 


turned it down. And only two days later 
I heard a number called ‘Carolina Moon.’ 

“Now here’s the idea. I saw several ad- 

vertisements of different concerns, assuring 
‘the beginner they would help him to get 
his song published. I wrote to them, but 
they all want money right away. And I 
can’t afford any money. 
_ “So here’s my proposition. You take the 
songs which I enclose and sell them for 
me. I know they won’t gyp you. I'll be 
glad to give you half of whatever I earn 
and I wik permit you to put youf€name 
on the cover, too. 

“Please let me hear from you by return 
mail. Thank you.” ..

You may think that letter is exaggerated 
but we assure you that such is not the 
case. It seems to be everybody’s opinion 
that he or she is, at heart, either a car- 
toonist, a playwright or a songwriter. Just 
why this should be, we don’t know. But 
there it is. Somebody once told us we 
might be a columnist. And look what hap- 
pened to us! 

‘Some two years ago, for instance, there 
was a fellow who dropped in to see us one 
afternoon. He was a war veteran. Had 
been gassed. And was now working as a 
janitor in an apartment house with a wife 

two kids. His lungs, at the time, were 
very bad. 

Only one thing kept him in New York. 
He thought he was a songwriter. He had 
written a sentimental piece of rot and had 
sent it to one of those gyppinz concerns 
that assure you songs can be written by 
any one at all. To hear this concern tell 
it, Irving Berlin and Walter Donaldson will 
be relegated to the scrap heap as soon as 
you decide to write a song. 

From his meager savings, this war vet- 
eran had sent them some money. They de 
manded more “for expenses.” He could go 
no further. And all he had to show for 
his money was a stock letter from the 
songwriting factory. The letter, phrased in 
lines of honey, assured the poor vet that 
his number would doubtless be the great- 
est thing on the market—as soon as he 
sent them more dough. 

What could you tell a chap like that? 
If you told.him his lyric was impossible, 
you'd break His heart. If you told him the 
wonderful letter he had received was sim- 
ply a come-on note that was sent out by 
the carload, he wouldn't believe you. And 
if you told him that his lyric was good 
and that you'd try to help him, you'd only 
do him more harm than good. 

So we merely assured him that the busi- 
ness of songwriting was one of the toughest 
in the world and that, were we he, we'd try 
something else. He looked at us with hurt 
eyes, and departed. 

We heard from him again some eight 
months ago. This time he was in Saranac. 
He said he hadn't landed his songs as yet 
. ¢-but he was still trying and the prospects 
looked very bright. 

You can't cure people like that... 


With practically every one in America, 
from your ice man to your ex-President, 
in the writing field—there are bound to be 
squawks of plagiarism in almost every case. 
Particularly is this true in the songwriting 
wusiness. 

You would be truly amazed if you knew 
the number of plagiarism suits that are 
garted in the musical world. The com- 
Paints are usually obscure figures im the 


musical field and they generally sue for 
thousands of dollars and an accounting of 
the profits. 

For a time, during the past winter, it 
looked as though one of the biggest song 
hits of any year might be involved in ex- 
tensive legal tangles. We refer to “I Can't 
Give You Anything But Love, Baby,” writ- 
ten by Dorothy Fields and Jimmy McHugh 
and sung in “Blackbirds of 1928-29-39-31.” 

Lew Brown, partner in the immensely 
successful publishing form of De Sylva, 
Brown & Henderson, claimed that he sug- 
gested the title and outline of the number 
of Miss Fields and Jimmy McHugh while 
dining with them one night. They then 
went ahead with the song and failed to 
credit him. Accordingly, Brown felt that 
he was entitled to compensation. 

He consulted his attorney arid determined 
to sue. When it came time to make an 
affidavit, however, Lew did not show up 
at the lawyer's office. He probably forgot

claimed by another is unique. That is 
probably due to the fact that in recent 
years plagiarism suits have been tre- 
mendously successful. 

There was, for example, the famous “Bird 
of Paradise” case. Grace Fendler sued 
Oliver Morosco and James Walton Tully, 
alleging that their very successful “Bird of 
Paradise” was originally created by her. 
After a fight that ran through years of 
legal tape, she won her case. When she 
finally scored her triumph, Morosco was 
broke. 

Just as famous, perhaps, .was the fight 
waged by Ida Vera Simonton, author of 
“Hell’s Playground.” She sued both Leon 
Gordon and Earl Carroll on the charge that 
Gordon, author of “White Cargo,” had 
deliberately stolen his material from her 
book.

For some unkarown reason, songwriters 
are seldom credited by the public with the 
numbers they write. As we have pointed 
out time and time again, the average man 
on the street has been brought to believe 
that all of our modern composers are out- 
and-out crooks. 

The guy who talks from the corner of 
his mouth will tell you that Irving Berlin 
bought “Say It With Music” from So-and- 
So for $24, and that Billy Rose and Al Jol- 
son swiped “Me and My Shadow” from 
So-and-So without paying the poor fellow 
a single penny. Everybody in the game is 
given the same reputation. 

It is, however, just so much unadult- 
erated horseradish. Aside from the topi- 
cal lyrics, such as Walter O'Keefe writes 80 
excellently, there are but few themes on 
which the songwriter can fall back. There 
is the southern song, the baby song, the 
nut song, the pining-for-you song, and the 
rain-and-sunshine song. 

When the amateur songwriter gets busy 

e must pick one of these. So must the 
Cdeeeact As a result, the amateur is 
convinced that the professional is taking 
his ideas. In a few stray eases the ama- 
teur may be correct. 

But the percentage is very, very small. 
“As far as the playwriting suits are cone 
cerned. they usually fall into the same cate- 
gory. If suing for songs is popular, how- 
ever, lawsuits on plays are a_ positive 
yvorue., 

It has reached a stage, in fact, where the

There is one, however, that we must un- 
fold for you today. It is one of the best~ 
and at the same time one of the most 
tragic—of all stories of this type. The 
name of the play and its producer we can- 
not give vou, but you would know both im- 
mediately where you to hear them. 

Some twelve years. ago—perhaps a vear 
more and perhaps a vear less—Mat Green 
was the doorman at the Cort theater.
